Preparations For the Celebration of the 


Centennial Anniversary of Its 
Promulgation. 


PHILADELPHIA, Doc. 3.—The committee 


for tho arrangement of a suitable celebra- 
tion of the centennial anniversary of the 
promulgation of the Federal Constitution 
met lioro yosterday. The committee con- 
sists of one delegate from each State and 
Territory. Georgia was tho only one of 
the thirteen States not represented. Thos. 
Cochrun, of tho local committee having 
charge of tho entertainment of visitors, 
delivered un address of welcome. The 
committee organized with John A. Kasson 
as chairman. 


Mr. Henry said that George Lee, of Vir- 


ginia, had corresponded with President 
Cleveland in regard to the proposed cele- 
bration, and that tho President would sug- 
gest to Congress in his annual message 
that action bo taken in regard to it. 


A committee, with Henry Cabot Lodge 


as chairman, was appointed to confer with 
a citizens' committee in relation to formu- 
lating a plan for tho celebration. 


A recess of two hours was then taken, 


during which time tho citizens' and dele- 
gates' committees had a conference. 


Upon reassembling Mr. Lodge reported 


that the following outline of a programme 
of celebration Bad been agreed upon: 


An oration and poem commemorative of 


the signing of the Constitution. 


A military display in which all the 


branches of the United States service will 
be represented. 


An industrial procession and the crea- 


tion of a perpetual memorial, commemo- 
rative of the Constitution. The President 
and Cabinet, Congress, officials of the Gov- 
ernment, foreign representatives, officials 
of the State governments, civic and other 
organizations will be invited to participate 
In the celebration.

Six Persons Killed and Twenty Injured by 


a Heavy Sea—The Cap- 


tain's Story.

heavy weather. On November 27th the 
vessel encountered a violent hurricane. A 
huge sea broke over the bows, staving in 
the turtle back and killing two steerage 
passengers and four seamen.

sengers killed were Max Frank and Gabe 
Livadieri. Twenty seamen and passengers 
were injured more or less severely. 


Captain Handel, of the Westerland, was 


seen at the office of the Red Star Line. He 
aaid: 
"The accident is unaccountable. 


There was a good sea running, but I did 
not regard it as anything dangerous. Un-

Suddenly

waves rushed toward the ship assuming 
the form of a towering column of water. 
Whether a cross sea or not, there seems tp 
be no satisfactory explanation. Tho mass 
of water swept toward the thip with im- 
posing grandeur, and as it struck the vessel 
shook as though a mere tf>y. When the great 
column broke over the deck there were 
screams of distress, and the vessel was 
for a moment submerged, When the flood 
had passed, a panic prevailed. The thick 
iron beams and plates of the turtle back 
were broken. Underneath the wreckage 
was a distressing sight. The shock killed 
four sailors. They were crushed in a 
shocking manner. . Near them lay two pas- 
sengers, fatally injured, and scattered

No more waves came on 
board. That night the bodies of the four 
dead sailors were given sailors' burials.

The Trial of Paul Grottltau, One of the 


Milwaukee Rioters. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 3.—In the trial 


of Paul Grottkau for inciting to riot, the 
defendant testified in his own behalf. He 
asserted that in his speech at Milwaukee 
Garden he had exerted all his eloquence to 
keep the men off the streets and away 
from saloons, to avoid all possible conflicts 
with the authorities; to defend all proper- 
ty, and in every conceivable way to prop- 
agate pleasant settlements of existing dif- 
ficulties. 


On cross-examination, the defendant was 


made to admit that immediately previous 
to the riots he had absolute control of the 
labor movements here, that all reports re- 
lating to them were submitted to him and 
acted upon, and that he had knowledge of 
the first riot at Bayview before he made 
his speech. 


After Grottkau, several carpenters and 


socialists graced the witness stand, and 
they also testified that his two speeches 
lad'been anything but inciting to riot, 
i'hey corroborated his version in every de- 
:ail, and the impression 
was created, 


which was afterwards nearly substan- 
tiated by one witness, that their testimony 
was manufactured.

"Dots" Wilson Persists in His Story Bu 
facts and Bates are Against Him 
PROVIDENCE, K. I,, Dec. 2.—"Doc" Lev 


Wilson was seen at the office of his coun 
sel, George G. West, this morning. 
Ha 


appeared pale and haggard, as though 
had passed a sleepless night. The excite 
ment of the paat few hours seems to have 
affected him greatly, and he was nerv 
ous 
and 
apparently worn out. 
He 


said that 
now the 
secret 
was ou 


he 
felt 
better 
than 
he had since 


he was seventeen years of age. "If," said 
he, ''theWilsons (meaningthe people with 
whom he had lived during his boyhood 
days) stand by me now, I shall win mj 
case and triumph over Moen." He said his 
alleged mother Uved in East Thompson 
Conn., and his two sisters, Mrs. Do 
and Mrs. Young, in Birmingham and Anso 
nia, Conn." Wilson stated that the stor 
as published is true and thatMoeu's state 
ment is false in nearly every particular. 


"Moen," Wilson said, "knows that I am 


his son. He is an admitted perjurer." He 
said he would continue his case in thi 
courts to the conclusion, which he felt con 
fldent would be in his favor. Wilson was 
advised by his physician to go to his home 
take some ouieting potion and devote th 
rest of the day to sleep. 


The secret of the case remains as much 


of a mystery as ever. The dates and al 
the evidence collected to-day contradic 
the sensational story telegraphed from 
Providence last nipht that l'Doc" Wilson 
is the son of Philip Jtoen. Wilson, by hi 
own statement and the statement of hi 
friends, can not be more than thirty 
one or thirty-two years of age. Moe 
was first married in 1846, forty year 
ago, and his nrat wife died before Wilson 
was born. Those dates alone contradic 
his story completely. 
Life-long resident 


of Worcester say it is impossible tha 
Moen could be any such relation to Wil 
son. The first Mrs. Moen was a lady o 
very lovely character. She was a firm 
and upright woman, and neither she no 
her family would have countenanced any 
such proceedings aa are alleged. 


Moen's father was a New York iron 


merchant, residing in Brooklyn whe 
Philip L. Moen came to Worcester. An ol 
chum of Wilson's in this city says there i 
no truth in the story, and that Wilson is n 
more Moen's son than he is.

while in the matter of lovers and love- 
making she has had that experience 
which makes her simply invaluable as 
confidante and adviser, and she is the 
repository of all the secrets of this sort 
which exist within the range of her ac- 
quaintance, 
She dresses in exquisite 


taste, she pets a pug dog or a white cat, 
a golden beetle, or whatever animal 
fashion may dictate; is idolized by her 
family; especially her young nephews; 
has hosts of admirers, but is discretion 
and propriety personified; is the guid- 
ing spirit in orphan asylums, hospital 
fairs, associated charity matters and 
other good works, and, in short, lives 
out to the end of her days a happy, 
useful, well-rounded existence.—Mil'
